13 accused of election meddling 


Mueller indicts Russians for allegedly plotting to disrupt U.S. 
presidential campaign in an effort, in part, to help Trump win

WASHINGTON » In an extraordi¬ 
nary indictment, the U.S. special 
counsel accused 13 Russians Fri¬ 
day of an elaborate plot to dis¬ 
rupt the 2016 presidential elec¬ 
tion, charging them with running 


a huge but hidden social media 
trolling campaign aimed in part 
at helping Republican Donald 
Trump defeat Democrat Hillary 
Clinton. 

The federal indictment, 
brought by special counsel Rob¬ 
ert Mueller, represents the most 
detailed allegations to date of il¬ 


legal Russian meddling during 
the campaign that sent Trump to 
the White House. It also marks 
the first criminal charges against 
Russians believed to have secretly 
worked to influence the outcome.

LAX killer 
loses his 
3rd shot 
at release 

Jurors send Duncan to 
prison for life with no 
possibility for parole

A 53-year-old man who has 
spent more than three decades in 
prison — including two on death 
row — for robbing and killing a 
Redondo Beach wife and mother 
during her shift at a Los Ange¬ 
les International Airport cafe¬ 
teria apparently will remain be¬ 
hind bars for the rest of his life 
following a Torrance jury’s deci¬ 
sion Friday. 

Henry Earl Duncan stared 
straight ahead and showed no 
emotion as a Torrance Superior 
Court clerk announced that his 
jury found “true” a special cir¬ 
cumstances allegation that al¬ 
leged Duncan intended to kill 
28-year-old Eileen De Baun dur¬ 
ing the 1984 robbery. It marked 
the third time a jury had reached 
that conclusion. Judges, however, 
overturned the two previous deci¬ 
sions following appeals. 

As a result, Duncan will be sen¬ 
tenced April 30 to spend the rest 
of his life in prison without the 
chance of parole, although his at¬ 
torney said he again will file an 
appeal. 

Derik De Baun, who was just 
20 months old when Duncan mur¬ 
dered his mother, also showed no 
emotion as he sat in court to hear 
the verdict. Throughout his life, 
the killing has weighed heavily on 
his family members as the court 
and appeals process seemingly 
never ended. 

“I felt a lot of relief,” De Baun 
said. “I know it’s not something 
my dad wants to hear. He wanted 
the death sentence to be carried 
out a long time ago. It’s a conso¬ 
lation. I can take a consolation. 
It will be great to tell the rest of 
my family that he’s never going 
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
